“The law has been checked, 
and there's really no federal stat- 
ute applicable to it,” he said. “In 
the first place, we don't know if 
anything happened, if anyone 
was Killed" because of the CIA 
planning.

When in 1958 Lebanon’s President Cha- 
moun appealed fur US. Intervention to 
defend the sovereignty and independence of 
his government, the response from Washing- 
ton was immediate: President Eisenhower 
sent in the Marines. 

On Tuesday the same Camille Chamoun, 
now interior minister and a leader of Leb- 
anon’s- besieged Christian minority, again 
issued ἃ plea for international intervention 
to safeguard Lebanon’s integrity against 
leftist Moslem and Palestinian military ad- 
vances, The U.S. response was just as im- 
mediate: No. 

It is not only that the perceptions of 
U.S. foreign policy interests overseas have 
changed over the past two decades; it Is 
that the realities of power in Lebanon and 
the surrounding Middle East have aitered, 
to the point where armed intervention by 
any outside force would only provoke a 
larger and wider tragedy than that already 
befallen the people of Lebanon. President 
Ford and Secretary of State Kissinger were 

” wise to make that point of policy abundantly 
clear, without any ambiguities, before dan- 
gerous uncertainties could develop. 

The United States is maintaining close 
contact with Israel and European govern- 
ments concerned in Lebanon's fate as the 
military situation evolves from hour to hour. 
One particularly dangerous element is now 
clear: Units of ihe Palestine Liberation 
Army have joined in battle alongside leftist 
Lebanese Moslem militias, and there is 


strong evidence that many of the Pales- 
tinians have come from base camps across 
the border in Syria. It was this escalation 
that prompted Chamoun’s futile plea. The 
United States and, more tmportantly, Israel 
are showing proper restraint in not imme- 
diate:y selzing upon the ambiguous role of 
the Palestinians as a pretext for forcible 
reaction. 

Even if the immediate crisis can be passed 
without sparking a larger war. the threat in 
Lebanon of 8 Palestinian Army responsive to 
orders from Damascus eannot go unnoticed 
in Israel, Jordan, Egypt and other nearby 
countries. Lebanon and Israel pose quite 


different problems for the troubled Middie - 


East, yet both are directly influenced by the 
continuing presence and increasing mili- 
taney of the Palestinian “refugee” popula- 
ton. ὰ 

Lebanon's ordeal gives great urgency to 
international efforts to confront the long- 
negiected problem of the Palestinians’ polit— 
1081 futare—not through the ideological and 
propagandist maneuvers now under way in 
the UN Security Council but in a pragmatic 
diplomatic process, at Geneva or elsewhere, 
in which creative imagination may be valued 
more highly than righteous indignation. 
Israelis, Lebanese, Palestinians and the Arab 
governments involved now face striking new 
evidence of the necessity, each in their own 
Interest, of stepping back from maximum 
and irreconci‘able demands.

Reversion in Spain 


No one could have expected that Spain’s 
political evolution would be easy after 36 
years of Generalissimo Franco's authorita- 
rian rule, Whatever their feelings about the 
monarchy, most Spaniards were willing to 
give young King Juan Carlos and his gov- 
ernment a period of grace in which to find 
for the country a safe transition route into 
the post-Franco era. 


If the new regime were now moving un- 
mistakably to reverse Spain’s dangerous 
polarization of the last few years and to 
provide greater participation for all Span- 
lards in the life of the nation, the postpone- 
ment Οἱ parliamentary elections for at least 
8 year would have been more acceptable, as 
new laws guaranteeing fair elections and full 
participation will take time to shape. 

What is disturbing is that the King’s 
Tegime in the last few weeks has begnn to 
resemble nothing so much as Gen. Franco's 
regime. Particuiarly in trying to cope with 
industrial unrest—inevitable in the political 
vacuum left by the generalissimo’s passing 
and especially in a period of raging inflation 
—Premier Arias’s government has fallen 
back on tear gas and the police bludgeon to 
break up even manifestly peaceful demon- 
strations. The drafting of 70,000 raflroad 
workers into the army to break their strike 
is the latest in a whole series of repressive 
actions. 

At a time of political uncertainty and 
severe recession, the government cannot sim~ 
ply mark time and allow the subway or rail- 


road workers or the post office employees to 
imperil the economy, especially as there are 
extremists on the scene—-Communists and 
others—who probably would like to organize 
@ general strike for their political ends, 
The danger is that by almost indiscrim- 
inate repression, the government will drive 
the moderate forces, in and outside the un- 
official trade anions, into collaboration with 
the extremists in self-defense. Strikes al- 
ready settled and others close to resolution 
after sensible negotiations indicate that 
many Spanish workers are demanding only 
rights taken for granted in modern indus- 
trial societies. ᾿ 

Spain's Forelgn Minister, Jose Maria ΑΥ61- 
za, the count of Motrico, 1s panning. an 


extensive diplomatic offensive aimed at pre~. 


paring the way for negotiations for even- 
tual Spanish membership of both the Euro- 
pean Economic Community and the Atlantic 
Alliance, But the count must already be 
embarrassed at the collapse of his prediction, 
made in Paris in December, that Spain would 
hold democratic elections in 1018. . ᾿ 

Uniess he and other moderate and Euro- 
pean-minded members of the Arias govern- 
ment can prevail over their reactionary col- 
leagues and reverse the current tide of re- 
pression, the count may as well cancel his 
travels. The European Community has’ 
made it clear that its doors will never be 
opened to any Spanish government that 
bears a strong resemblance to the regime of 
Francisco Franco.

Détente: Need for Deeds 


Unless détente brings ahout actual deeds, 
we must expect to see the emergence of 
events that cannot be solved merely by 
wishes for détente or by spiritual support 
for it. We welcome Henry Kissinger’s ven- 
turing to visit Moscow under this situation. 
There is an understandable argument in the 
United States that the Strategic Arms Limi- 
tation Talks only help reinforce Soviet 
strength. The Soviet Union is being accused 
of cheating on the first phase of the SALT 
agreement, of massive involvement in An- 
gola while importing [U.S.] grains, and of 
demonstrating its expansionist intentions 
from the Indian Ocean to the Asian con- 
tinent. Responsibility for the present situa- 
tion rests with the Soviet Union, whose in- 
tentions are Increasingly in doubt worid- 
wide. .
